The  Vital  Statistics  for  th©  year  show  a 
decrease  in  the  death  rate  and  inf  tint  Mortality 
rate,  as  compared  with  the  rates  for  the 
previous  year. 

The  only  Infectious  Disease  prevalent 
during  the  year  was  Measles,  The  condition 
was  generally  mild  in  type,  and  only  one  death 
was  attributed  to  this  cause. 

The  number  of  contagious  skin  diseases 
remained  relatively  low.  nine  cases  of 
recurring  scabies  amongst  evacuated  families 
required  institutional  treatment.
